Th e biggest single block to realization of 
th e European Defense Community plan h as 
been th e failure of France to ratify it. In 
th e past French politicians h ave evaded 
th e issue rath er th an risk th eir political 
future in favoring th e idea. Th e possibility 
of a re-armed Germany , even with in th e 
framework of EDC, is not appealing to th e 
French people. 
Th e present French Premier Mendes- 
France is a political realist. Recently h is 
government sent some proposals for amend­ 
ments to th e plan to th e oth er five nations 
wh ich would also participate in EDC. He 
informed th e French people th at th e time 
h ad come for th em to make up th eir minds 
about th e European army , th at th ey face 
th e prospect of a re-armed Germany with in 
EDC, or a re-armed Germany over wh ich 
France will h ave no control of all. 
Th e Amendments to EDC proposed by 
Mendes-France may not all be acceptable 
to th e oth er EDC partners.

Th e Nation al Com m ittee lor an Effective Con­ 
gress is th e directin g agency for th e figh t on 
S en ator Joe M cCarth y , but wh at do th ey m ean 
by an “effective C on gress’? Th e fun ction s of 
Congress are determ in ed by th e Con stitution of 
th e United States. W h eth er a Congress is effec­ 
tive or not is to be m easured by th e quality of 
th e work it does in passing legislation wh ich is 
its m ain function un der th e Con stitution . 
H arry Truman , for instance, insisted th at th e 
8 0th Congress was a “do n oth in g” Congress wh ich 
is an in correct appraisal 
as 
th e record will 
sh ow. It is th e 8 0th Congress in wh ich Sen ator 
Robert A. T a tt gave full evidence of h is sta te s­ 
man like capacity ; it was also th e Congress in 
wh ich A rth ur Van den berg rose to h eigh ts of 
statesm an sh ip. It passed a n um ber of im portan t 
m easures in th e realm of social legislation, p ar­ 
ticularly th e T aft-H artley law wh ich is still on 
th e statute books. 
Th e 8 3rd Congress faced man y difficulties, 
including th e fact th at it h ad no workin g m a­ 
jority in th e Sen ate an d an in adequate working 
m ajority in th e House of Represen tatives. It 
also suffered from th e fact th at th e Presiden t’s 
legislative program was not ready for th e first 
session an d th erefore valuable time was lost. 
Neverth eless, th e 8 3rd Congress will close with a 
good record of effective legislation, of consider­ 
able debate on im portan t subjects, an d of able 
investigation by its committees. Th e lack of a 
working m ajority gave th e Dem ocrats more au­ 
th ority th an usually goes to a m in ority party 
but it also added to min ority responsibility . 
One of th e tasks of th e American Congress 
is to avoid being dom in ated by th e Ex ecutive. 
, Th ere are American s w h o prefer th e British form 
ot govern m en t in wh ich th e cabin et consists of 
Members of Parliam en t, m akin g th e ex ecutive 
and legislative bran ch es of govern m en t identical. 
Th e Prim e Minister is elected as an ordin ary 
Member of Parliam en t and is ch osen Ch ief Ex ecu­ 
tive because h e is th e elected leader of h is party . 
Th e sovereign is not a political officer. 
T h at is not th e American sy stem and unless 
wTe adopt a con stitution al amen dm en t, it cannot 
become th e American sy stem, no m a tte r wh o 


j wan ts it. Presiden t Eisen h ower was elected as 
Presiden t and not as a m em ber of th e House of 
: Represen tatives and h e h as no con stitution al au- 
j th ority over th e Congress, ex cept to veto bills as 
h e ch ooses, but th ey can be passed over h is veto. 
Congress m ay impeach th e Presiden t; th e Presi­ 
dent may not impeach a m em ber of Congress. 
Th e Foun din g Fath ers seem to h ave th ough t out 
! all our problems. 
! 
Th ere was a period in th e Roosevelt Admin ­ 
istration wh en th e Presiden t’s popularity was so 
great th at few dared to ch allenge h im. He got 
into th e h abit of sending to Congress “m ust” 


j legislation, some of w h ich was passed with barely 
a reading. A process of unending emergencies, 
: some essen tial because of th e economic conditions 
of th e country , oth ers devised for political pur­ 
poses, justified, in th e public mind, wh at Roose- 
l velt did.

No such emergencies h ave come to th e aid of 
Eisenh ower. Generally speaking, th e coun try is 
prosperous and th ere is no universal war, alth ough 
| wh at h as been euph emistically called th e “Cold 
j W ar” is a new ty pe of w arfare in wh ich th e So­ 
viet Universal S tate h as been e x tra ordin a ry suc­ 
cessful. Th e United States h as not y et caugh t 
up w'ith its tech niques an d th e American people 
do not recognize it as w arfare. Th at is one factor 
j in our n ation al confusion. 
W ith out th e aid ot emergencies, th e Presiden t 
i h as no altern ative but to accept Congressional 
govern men t w h ich is th e n ormal American pro- 
j cess, set Dy th e Con stitution an d developed over 
a period of 16 7 y ears, aided by decisions of th e 
Supreme Court. M easured by th is y ardstick, th e 
second session of th e 8 3rd Congress h as been 
effective. 
It h as been represen tative of th e conflicts of 
opinion and in terest in th e coun try , wh ich is its 
function. Fortun ately , th is is not a monolith ic 
state and th e Congress is not bound by th e views 
and program s of any one, including th e Presiden t. 
Th e Congress is bound by local an d occupational 
constituencies wh o elect its m em bers to represen t 
th em or can refuse th em re-election. Among th ese 
various con stituen cies th ere is a perm an en t con ­ 
flict of in terest on domestic questions an d of 
apinion on foreign affairs. As long as th ese con­ 
flicts are represen ted in Congres, it is effective 
in th e public in terest, an d th e efforts of th e Com­ 
m ittee for an Effective Congress to m ake it 
more so seem unnecessary .

(L.A.) an d h igh absence employ e (H.A). Th e idfcv 
absence employ e was found to be a h appy an d 
con ten ted individual, readily adaptable an d well 
liked by fellow w orkers an d supervisor. On th e 
oth er h and, th e average h igh absence woman em ­ 
ploy e was unh appy , discon ten ted an d resentful, 
with few friends; sh e was not liked by fellow' 
workers or supervisor. 
It is felt th at w h at is required today is a little 
sy stem atic th ough t about th e basic needs of peo­ 
ple and h ow' th ese needs may be satisfied in th eir 
work surroundings. W h at are th ese basic needs? 
Some of th em are: consideration, recognition of 
job status (from th eir families as well as from 
th eir fellow' w orkers), job satisfaction , pay and 
security . 
Many people with basic needs unsatisfied ap­ 
pear. with increasing frequency , in th e ph y sician ’s 
office or on th e sick absence list.

h as been suggested th at job placemen t 
sh ould be done very pain stakin gly so th at th e 
ty pe of job is m atch ed with th e proper ty pe of 
individual to be h appy doing it. A certain am oun t 
of follow'-up is also needed to detect an y errors 
in placemen t so th at a more suitable position may 
be found. Th is requires a th orough knowledge of 
th e plan t and its workin g conditions, of th e re­ 
quirem en ts of th e various jobs on th e part of th e 
people in th e h ealth , m an agem en t and personnel 
departm en ts.

Use Ju mp Overcall 
To Show Strength

Perhaps some of my readers 
will be pu zzled by East’s over­ 
call of two spades in the hand 
shown today. 
The ju mp over­ 
call is u sed by most experts to 
show a strong hand, bu t sdme 
of the best players u se su ch a 
bid as a mild shu tou t. 
In this 
case, East intended his ju mp bid 
to make m atters difficu lt for his 
opponents. 
As a m atter of fact, Sou th did 
have a problem. 
For all he 
knew, the best play for game or 
even slam might be in one of

su its. 
Nevertheless, 
Sou th properly decided that no- 
tru m p was most likely to be 
the best game contract.

There are three sound reasons 
why investors should buy and 
hold good common stocks: 
1 ) To receive dividends as a 
reward of thrift and saving.

Expressed 
more simply, this is two hundred 
seventy-five billions of dollars. 
Now a billion dollars is a thou­ 
sand million and years ago I 
thought a million dollars was a 
lot of money. 
The Congress of the United 
States have very great powers. 
They can spend and tax and bor­ 
row as their judgment dictates. 
And before another year passes, 
it is likely that the $275-billion 
debt ceiling will be lifted. Fur­ 
ther borrowing will weaken our 
dollar. 
Twenty 
years 
ago, 
America 
went off the gold standard. That 
meant that you and I couldn’t 
take some paper money to the 
bank and get gold for it. Since 
that time our money has had no 
redeemability in gold. As a re­ 
sult, the country has been flooded 
by debt and by paper dollars. 
As money deteriorates, sound 
values such as those associated 
with the production of goods and 
services required by our 160,- 
000,000 population, take on new 
worth. The time comes when a 
dollar holder should ask himself: 
“Would I be better off if instead 
of dollars I owned the common 
stocks of steel, oil, food, utility,
